lowing winter. 

Their stories brought out that, 
through the influence of Dr. Massie’s 
name, they had invested with con- 
fidence. They were enticed, they 
said, into turning over anything they 
had to “get double returns on your 
money.” It seemed a great boon to 
the poor, a good investment to the 
semi-wealthy. An& so they parted 
with Liberty Bonds, savings, War 


i'wealth to be gained through oi! in-| 


Savings. Stamps and anything they 
could turn into cash. They were ad- 
vised to- sell their property and in- 
vest the money in the oil company 
of which Dr. Massie. was the head 
and well-known business men of the 
town directors.

All this was brought ott by the 
prosecution in the first three days of) 
the trial.

the death of Grady Skipworth, son 
of I. A. Skipworth, at Lovers’ Leap 
acre Nov, 20. 

Application for habeas corpus on 
|behalf of, Horace, Bernard and 
Ne omi Boucher was granted here to- 


| day by the Nineteenth District Court, 


and the writ made returnable in- 
sianter. The brothers and sister, in 
cnstody of Capt. Shumate, disap- 
peared late yesterday. County offi- 
cers began search for Shumate .this 
afternoon. 

Skipworth was shot and killed 
while driving with Miss Boucher in 
Cameron Park. His body was 
hurled over a cliff called Lovers’ 
Leap, according to Miss Boucher’s 
previous testimony. 

Negro Under Arrest. 

Ivory Clay, a negro, has Seen in 
jail here more than two months, 
of Skip- 
worth. Clay’s preliminary hearing 
was held last Tuesday and he was 
remanded to jail without bail. 

The girl had told officers that she 
had been thrown over another preci- 
pice in Cameron Park by a negro, 
who, she said, had killed Skipworth. 

Local officers today reiterate 
their professed ignorance as to what 
information led to the arrests of the 
Bouchers yesterday and as to where 
they are being kept. It is known 
thaf*they are not in the McClellan 
County jail. 

It had been known for some time 
that there was.a difference of opin- 
ion between local peace officers as 
well as among the Rangers as_ to 
whether the murder was committed 
by a negro or a white man, and as 
to whether the motive was robbery 
or revenge. . 

Rumors of Eyewitness. 

There have been rumors of an eye- 
witness to the tragedy, but officers 
are inclined to discount this theory. 
The‘ da? following the preliminary 
trial of Ivory Clay, County Attorney 
Farmer received an anonymous let- 
ter advising the arrest of the 
Boucher gir}, and her two brothers. 
The letter was in a woman’s hand- 
writing. 

At the Clay hearing, Miss Boucher 
denied that there had been any oth- 
er than a boy and girl friendship ex- 
isting between her and young Skip- 
worth, and she denied that the boy 
had engaged in a scuffle with any- 
one before the murder. She also de- 
nied that she had warned the boy of 
threats against his life, and also de- 
nied that the boy had endeavered 
to cease his attentions to her before 
the night of the tragedy. 

The father of the boy appeared in 
the hearing as a surprise witness and 
testified that his son’s eye was black 
| when the body was discovered. Dr. 
G. B. Foscueg gave -xpert testimony 
tending to show that a black eye 
could not result.after death had 
stilled the heart. 


YOUNG MOTHER ARRESTED ON

Mrs. Elizabeth Yates, 32 years old, 
of Brewster, Ill., charged by prohibi- 
tion enforcement officers with pos- 
session of a still and illicit liquor, 
was released yesterday by Federal 
Judge English on her own recor¢ni- 
zance to appear for trial when want- 
ed, after she entered a plea of not 
guilty.

The real triumph for public justice in this move- 
ment is the open recognition by heads of the legal 
‘profession themselves that present court practice 
is woefully deficient. “There is today general dis- 
satisfaction,” says the report of a committee which 
prepared the ground for the conference, “with the ad- 
ministration of justice. * * * .The opinion that 
the law is unnecessarily uncertain and complex, that 
many of its rules do not work weil in practice and 
‘that its administration often results not in justice, 
‘but in imjustice, is general among al! classes and 
among persons of widely divergent political and so- 
cial opinions.”

ON COLLEGIATE SPORTS, 


DEAN OF TULANE FINDS 


| Remedy Lies in Faculty Control ot | 


Finances as Well as 
Eligibility. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 
trol of athletics by 
elimination of commercialism from 
intercollegiate athletics was recom- 
mended in a report read*last night 
in the session of the Association of 
American Colleges by Douglas An- 
derson,; dean of Tulane University, 
New Orleans, La. 

The report was based on a survey 
of athletics at a large number of the 
leading catvacdnies and colleges of 
thé country. 


“Among the leading abuses which | 


the committee discovered were com- 
mercialism, excessive expenditure of 
money, scouting for athletics in pre- 
paratory schools, too much news;a- 
per publicity, gambling and over 
emphasis on the part of alumni and 
the general public of the relativs 
importance of athletics,” Dean An- 
derson said. 

“The first step in elimination of 
these,” Dean Afiderson asserted, “is 
to give the faculty tontro! not enly 
over the eligibjlity of players, 
trance requirements and _ scholastic 
training, but also over finances, 
schedules and the employment of 
coaches. 

“The average expenditure of 
Southern Colleges for athletics, Dean 
Anderson said, was $24,834 a year, 
while one institution spent $109,797 
last year. He said there was a gen- 
eral tendency to increase the amount 
spent for athletics. 

“This exaggerates the relative im- 
portance of athletics. It should be 
the serious business of each institu- 
tion to reduce these excessive costs,” 
he continued. “A suggestion has been 
made that gate receipts be elimin-

Instead of giving away a pro- 
gram, as is done at practically 
every other form of entertainment 
in the world, baseball clubs, besides 
making a profit on the advertise- 
ment, sell -information that the 


public is entitled to free of charge. 


A Base Hit or a Base Error? 
ERHAPS the most glaring de- 
fect on the scoreboard is its 

inability to inform spectators 
whether a drive was a hit or an 
error. It would not greatly mag- 
nify the difficulty of scoreboard 
construction if three or four more 
details were added. An official 
scoring staff, insuring accuracy of 
all rulings, would also be a guar- 
antee to fans that disinterested 
judges were passing upon such 
matters. 

It will take time and enlarged 
parks to bring about the condi- 
tion whereby ALL *games wil] be 
played without ground rules. At 
present, under park conditions, a 
few games each year are jeopar- 
dized by two-base rules, owing to 
crowds on the field.

PARIS.—Woman's dress will 
never approach the uniform type of 
man’s dress, declared Mme. Jeanne 
Paquin, founder and chief owner of 
one of the oldest of the Paris houses. 
who has just rounded out her thirty- 
third year as fashion leader and 
maker of dresses for those who 
would appear beautiful. 

“The styles of today 
to those worn by the E 
as l once saw on the 
the now sunken island 
said Mme. Paquin. 

“If we admit that dressing a beau- 
tiful woman is an art, then it fel- 
lgws that this art changes as other 
arts. One cause of such 
lies in social conditions. 

“The season-to-season changes 
come from the fact that fashion 
creators wish to continue to create. 
I, for instance, as soon as TIT have 
completed a creation, wish to pass 
to something different. I can’t help 
it. It is the creative instinct I obey. 

“There can for this reason never 
be a set, uniform style for women, 
so long as women wish to be beau- 
tiful and the men wish to have 
them so, 

“The feminist movement ' means 
death to woman's beauty, and for 
this reason it can never succeed in 
France. Our wonien wish to appear 
our 
desire, and, within their means, are 
willing to bay the bill. 

“When it was pointed out to Mme. 
Paquin that her own success in bus!- 
ness was used as an argument for the 
feminist movement, she objected en- 
ergetically: 

“Whatever success I have had was 
due in large part to my husband. My 
mother insisted that as a_ gisl I 
should learn a trade, to have as a 
weapon in life. I studied -millinery 
and when I was married, at 19, my 
husband and I decided to take up 
that line. He knew little about it, 
but he had a good business head. 
Without that I should never have 
succeeded. Women are too careful. 
They need somebody to push them 
to execyfion. Boldness is largely re- 
sponsible for American success. 

“The great tragedy of a woman's 
life,” she contin:;31. ‘often is that 
she is not googeg@gfking. I have 
known of many CwWhese tragedies. 

“Behind the smiling exterior of 
the rich or the highly placed woman 
the fear of growing old, of not look- 
ing well, has hundreds of 
brought them to me in tears. 

“No, so long as a woman is a 
woman she will wish to be beautiful, 
long will! there’ be 
changes in styles.”
